1. The present application does not meet the 

requirements of PCT Article 33(1) because the 
subject matter of claim 1 is not novel within the 
meaning of PCT Article 33(2). 

Dl discloses (the references in parentheses are to 
this document) : 

Process for transmitting a series of user data

5), using a TCP protocol (Dl: page 7, lines 8-10) 

• wherein at the start of user data transmission 
the transmitter transmits a first number of user 
data packets to the receiver (Dl: figure 1), 

• wherein on dispatch of multiple user data 
packets as a first number of user data packets 
the user data packets are transmitted in direct 
sequence (Dl: page 20, lines 6-8), 

• wherein after dispatching the first number of 
user data packets the transmitter does not 
transmit user data packets to the receiver for a 
period of time (Dl: figure 1) 

• wherein at a later time point the transmitter 
transmits a second number of user data packets 
to the receiver (Dl: figure 1), and 

• wherein the transmitter receives confirmation of 
reception of the first number of user data 
packets from the receiver (Dl: page 9, lines 1- 
3) , wherein: 

• the later time point is fixed such that it 
precedes the time point at which confirmation of 
reception is received by the transmitter of the 
user data packets (Dl: page 20, lines 12-15) 

The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore not 
novel .

2. Dependent claims 2-7 do not appear to contain any 
additional features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer back, 
meet the PCT requirements for novelty and 
inventive step. The reasons are: 



Claim 2: corresponds to a minor modification of 
the process described in claim 1 of the kind that 
a person skilled in the art routinely makes on the 
basis of familiar considerations, especially since 
the resulting advantages are readily foreseeable, 
as was also mentioned in the description (page 5, 
lines 1-5) . 



Consequently, the subject matter of claim 2 does 
not involve an inventive step* 

Claim 3: the feature "that the time period ... 
depends" is a routine measure (see, for example, 
D2, cited in the application, page 299) . A person 
skilled in the art would consider the inclusion of 
this measure in the process described in Dl to be 
an obvious procedure not exceeding normal 
professional practice . 



Claims 4, 5 and 6: the additional features are 
shown in Dl, page 40, lines 12-17. 

Claim 7 : corresponds merely to a minor 
modification of the process described in claim 1 
and therefore lacks inventive step.
